
Local Man Arrested in Wild Chase
A series of allegations includ­ 

ing drunken driving at more 
than 60 miles per hour, shear­ 
ing off a fire hydrant, breaking 
a window in a private home, 
ajad kicking out the window of 
a police car, were made this 
week concerning the actions of

Torrance man.
Robert Stephen Jarrett, 22, of 

5325 Palos Verdcs blvd., pleaded 
guilty in South Bay Municipal 
Court to charges of drunk and

reckless driving but said he 
was not guilty of resisting ar 
rest.

Redondo Beach Police Offl 
cer John Snider said he placer 
the three charges against Jar 
rett after the event* of a long 
distance chase beginning at 5:88 
In the afternoon.

Snider said he spotted Jar 
rett's car traveling west on Do 
mlnguez st. at Blossom Lane at
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more than 60 miles an hour.
lie added he look up th? 

chase and watched Jarrett as 
he failed to stop for a sign, fol 
lowed him through North Re 
dondo streets, sometimes only 
by a cloud of dust loft by the 
car ahead of him.

HP finally caught, up to the 
vehicle after it ran into a fire 
hydrant,'which it sheared of 
while trying lo make a lef 
turn to Marshallfield Lane 
from Harkness Lane, Snider 
said.

He said the car came to rest 
on top of the hydrant.

Bystanders excitedly pointed 
out the route taken on foot by 
Jarrett, the officer explained, 
adding that the young man had 
broken a window to force entry 
into the home of Evalyn Brad- 
dock, 1713 Marshallfield Lane, 
then tried to enter the next 
house.

When Jarrett saw him, Snider 
said, the youth ran back to the 
scene of the accident, where he 

was taken into custody.
However, Snider said, his 

troubles were not over yet.
When told he was urider ar­ 

rest/Jarrett became belligerent
